Good News Received From the 
Post-Dispatch Relief Expedition. 


Four Lives Saved on Island 98, in the 
Missouri. 


The Steamer, With Its Rescuing Party, 
Proceeding Up the River.

RAILWAY BUSINES. IN EAST 8T. LOUIS

Only Two of the Roads Handling Their

~The Signal Service Predicts That the 
River Will Begin to Fall Here To-Mor- 
row. 


The river is still rising at St. Louis, At7 
o’clock this morning the water had reecheia 
stage of 84.9 feet, which is 1-10 of a foot higher 
than the crest of the flood in 1883. Three hours 
later, at 10 o’clock, the water had risen 
another 1-10 ofan inch, and was still rising. 
At 2 0’ clock this afternoon it was up another 
1-10 of an inch, to 85.1 feet, and the rise was 
still going on. , 

Observer D. J. Herndon and Photographer 
Paul Beckwith did some good and rapid work 
on their river maps to-day. They got re- 
ports from observers in all the large river 
cities of the stage of the water at 70’clock, 
and before noon had their maps made and 
printed and distributed among the business 
men who are watching the progress of the 
floods with greatanxiety. The reports show 
the exact condition of the water in the Mis- 
sourt, Mississippi and Ohio this

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FOUR PERSONS RESCUED. 


Taken From an Inundated Island by the 
Post-Dispatch Relief Expedition. 

ST. CHARLES, Mo., May 16.—At 6:30 o’clock 
this morning the Post-DisPpatcn flood expe- 
dition passing Mulianphy Island was hailed 
by aman who boldly rowed out from shore in 
a skiff, threatened constantly by the current 
and drift-wood. The man stated that the 
work of rescue on Mullanphy Island had not 
been completed yesterday when the 
boats left there. Wecrowded on all steam 
and started out for the island. A strong 
wind sprang up, fortunately, and drove the 
drift to the other side ofthe river, giving us 
a clear channel, so we could safely put 
the boat to the top of its speed. 
We reached the point or the Island 
at 7:15 o’clock, butsawno one there. After 
a run of another mile we came upon a settle- 
ment of half a dozen log houses, all in 
water. Five sharp whistles brought a group 
of men from one of thecabins half a mile 
from the river proper. Through the glasses 
we could see them waving their hats and in 
response we blew a long blast from the 
whistle. Immediately two of the men put 
out in a boat and they were followed bya 
third. The Captain saw a stout hickory 
Standing in what was at this time 
the middle of the river and moored the boat to 
it. By the time the boat was made fast to 
the tree two skits wereon their way from 
the log houses im the trees, oneof them 
loaded with all the furniture and other 
valuables possible to be packed in so small a 
space. On their way they passed through a 
dismantied house} wrecked by the flood. 
Rowing against the current it was some time 
before they reached the boat. The three oc- 
cupants of the skiffs appeared cheerful not- 
withstanding their pitiful condition, 
Their little all was with them and 
in a small house above the water, whither it 
had been removed to save itif possible from 
the fast rising waters. They wanted to get 
away with their property to the high land 
along the southern banks, where they hoped 
to makea new home. They had had enough 
of the bottoms for a while atleast, It was 
explained to the bDoatmen that the Post- 
DIsPATCH fiood boat was there to save lives 
and if any were in immediate danger no time 
must be lost, but the people were all ready 
to leave and pleaded hard to _ take 
what they had with them. The water was 
rising and something must be done. The 
poor people cling to their pitiful property 
with as much tenacity as they usually 
do their lives and in order to save 
them from what was sure to come in 
a few hours we consented to spend a little 
time. The work began with vigor and within 
an hour everything wason board including 
a sewing machine anda curious acting bag 
which seemed to be alive. It contained three 
small pigs which waggled uncomfortably in 
their unusual pen. Clayburg,who occupieda 
two-story house on the Island had moved his 
furniture to the second floor and declared 
his intention of remaing. He realized the 
danger he wasrunning but as he said rather 
hopefully in the circumstances ‘‘The water 
isn’t very near the ceiling and perhaps the 
seven-foot rise don’t come; anyhow I am go- 
ing to stay and see itthrough.’’ He hada 
little there and nothing anywhere else. I 
will do the best I can,’’ he said, as the boat 
backed of with his four friends and 
neighbors on board, With good 
wishes from the POST-DISPATCH 
corps of reporters he rowed back to the 
clump of trees among which his dwelling 
stood. Four men came away, Henry Fine, 
Charles Brewer, W. G. Skelton and Phil 
O’Brien, the latter a white-bearded old man, 
bent with age and hobbling on crutches. 
Capt. Truax sent one of his skiffs ashore 
to ald in the moving and for the 
next hour after landing it was a busy but 
very sad sight. The four flood sufferers 
with their belongings were landed onthe 
highland diagonally across from Mullanphy 
Island, and amid theirearnest expressions 
of gratitude, the Post-DispatcnH flood relief 
steamer left on its way up the Missour! River 
to 8t. Charles.

Scenes Among the Thousands Watching 
the River Go Up. 

Every street running downto the Levee is 

crowded to-day by people who stand at the 

edge of the black stream and watch the boats

over the Levee, along which are laid the 
tracks ofthe Merchants’ Elevated Road are 
being used as a promenade by thousands of 
menand boys, the locomotives having gone 
into their sheds till the submerged track 
near the bridge is out of water. One 
young woman with a sturdy young fellow as

Great Damage Being Done by Water in 
the Lumber District. 
In the last twelve hours, while the river 
has only risen slightly, there were many new 
scenes along the North St. Louis front. On 
what formerly was Last Grand avenue, mid- 
way between the river’s main confines and 
the water works conduit, is a two 
story frame house. The lower floor has been 
flooded for two days and yesterday the water 
was just washing the ceiling 
of the first floor, but the  oc- 
cupants had their household goods packed on 


the second floor and were evidently satisfied 
with their odd surroundings. From the shore 
the house looked atrifie careened and the 
waves scattering their force on all sides of it 
cutthe water in picturesque confusion and

of water a yellowish color from its contact 
with the maddy banks, and looking northeast 
fromthe point of observation the eye fails to 
reach the flood limits.

Inan hour 20) men 
had volunteered to — a train of flat cars 
loaded with rock and bags of sand went to 
the scene. The spot where the break oc- 
curred was a slight depression in the track, 
and a small stream about three feet 
wide and one inch deep rippled 
over the rails and ties and trickled down the 
other side of the embankment into a wheat 
field. Themen went to work with vigor and 
in a short while there was a bank of 
sand, rocks and sacks 1,000 feet in 
leneth above the water line. The train 
pulled back to Venice Stowly and at other 
points where a break wasimminentthe men 
got off and piled rocks and sacks along the 
track. This was the only new break reported 
in the dyke this morring. The water 
is still pourtn through a break 
in the ©. & A. tracks just north of East St. 
Louis, “This break occurred yesterday mora- 
ing and has not yet been closed up. 

Atan early hour yesterday morning the 
food invaded the central portion of the city. 
The first warning, peculiarly enou y¥ came 
from a lamp poston Main street. t was ob- 
served to shake, then fall over, and a rush of 
water came from the hole. The stream 
posesd along the street, struck a water pi 

hat led tothe post- -office, burst through the 
foundation wall, and at once flooded the cel- 
lar. The water rose until it reached a window, 
when it passed out, and penetrated the 
cellars on the east side of Main street. Ef- 
forts were made to stop the flow by im- 

romptu dams, but without ayail, and near- 
¥y the whole of the town west Of the tracks of 
the Chicago & Alton was flooded. Trains for 
the northare brought in through a foot of 
water. Scores of snakes, rs and catfish 
have been crushed by the w 1eels, The dikes, 
hold, Dut nearly allare under water. The 
foundations of a numberof buildings notin 
the water show signsof collapse, the cause 
being the seeping of water through the loose 
soll. Carloads of stone and gravel are being 
placed on weak points of the Main 
street levee. The water from the 
Gabbaret slough is close to the Chicago & 
Alton track. The track of the Big Four is in 
a dangerous condition north of this place, 
and itstrains are going out over the Van- 
Gailila. The embankment of the Chicago & 
Alton, that protects New Madison, part of 
Venice and Newport, is seriousiy threatened, 
but as a large force of men is at work, 
it may be saved. 

The situationis very threatening. As yet 
little damage has been done, but should the 
embankment of the Chicago & Alton give 
way, the results will be disastrous. Upon the 
integrity of this mao the safety ofa large 
part ofthe town. The foundations of the fac- 
tory ofthe St. Louls Stamping Works, near 
Kinder, are under water, and from the break 
in the dike at Old Madison, the Bellefontaine 
woods and Bush’s Corner have been flooded, 
Most of the houses have been abandoned.

Excellent Service of the Perry Swain 
Near Alton Yesterday. 

The Perry Swain did splendid service in the 
cause of humanity yesterday’ morning. The 
cries of the endangered farmers along the Mis 
souri shore of the Mississippi River appealed 
to all that was heroic in the citizens of Alton, 
Ill., andthe appeal met with a ready re- 
sponse. Twenty skiffs were placed on board 
the Perry Swain, and taken up stream 


from Alton, a daistance of ten miles. 
The skiffs were then lowered, a citizen of 
Alton dropped lightly into each one, and the 
fleet disappeared among thetrees. Bounte- 
ous orchards which stand away from the 
river bank at an ordinary stage of water 
were 10 feet deep in the current of the Misslis- 
sippi, and the boats had to break away the 
branches to secure a passageway to 
the all but submerged homes of farm- 
ers whose families had been driven to 
the housetops fora precarious safety. Many 
lives were thus saved and the poor farmers 
ofthe Missouri bottoms,robbed of everything, 
even the titlesto their lands, perhaps, were 
taken to Alton. 

The Swain remained in the vicinity for sev- 
eral hours, ready to give assistance whenever 
needed. When the vessel started down 
stream the engineer’s foot was onthe whistle 
valve all the time. Whenever a distressed 
family was seen the whistie was blown afresh 
and the Captain halled them. In every in- 
stance the people said they were confident of 
rescue and remained on their island home.

The Highest Water at St. Louis 
Year for Twenty Years. 


There is some speculation in river circles 
about the usual ‘‘spring rise.’’ This is 
usually from ten to fifteen feet, and it is con- 
ceded that if 1 comes along before the 
present immense volume of water has fre- 
ceded, the situation will be more interesting, 
if possible, than is now the case.

The Break a Hundred Feet Wide and 
Growing. 
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THOUSANDS OF ACRES OF CULTIVATED 
LAND INUNDATED. 


The Crescent City Surrounded by Water— 
Cane Mills Endangered—Eansas City 
Suburbs Again Showing Dry Land= 
The ‘Illinois River Four and a Half 
Miles Wide—Points Along the siscours 
Report a Fall 


NEw ORLEANS, La., May 16.—Acourier came 
at full speed from Bonnet Carre this morning 
and brought the inteiligehce thatthe Bonnet 
Carre levee had ‘given away at a point 
eighteen miles above the city. At daylight 
the break had increasedto awidth of one 
hundred feet and five feet in depth. 
This crevasse means disaster to the 
cane fields on the east bank 
oftheriver. This city isinno immediate 
danger, as the system of dykes and canal 
outlets is ample forany emergency that may 
arise from the present stage of water. News 
gatheringisa siow and uncertain process, 
and is-:wholly dependent on the excited 
negroes who have made thelr wayin from 
the scene of disaster. Several large 
cane mills are situated in the 
flooded district and great damage 
will result to buildings and machinery. The 
break in the Bonnet Carre levee is on the east 
side ofthe river, and according to one sys- 
tem of reasoning is considered rather for- 
tunate than otherwise, as it gives vent to the 
overcnarged river, while at the same time 
the water finds natural outlets into Pontchar- 
train and the Gulf through bayous. 

From the best information received so far, 
the break is in the lower end of Bennett 
Carre Levee andinthe extreme end of St. 
Charles Parish, about thirty miles above the 
city. Supt. Dunnofthe Illinois Central road 
received a telegram to the effect that the 
crevasse was 100 feet wide, and was wash- 
ingat aratethat would mean a width of 400 
feet by to-night. The depth of the levee is 
seven feet. Maj. Richardson, Chief State 
Engineer, statesthat the water will flood a 
portion of St. Charles Parish in its course to 
Lake Pontchartrain. Just above the break, 
Maj. Richardson says there is quite 
a high ridge which will in a measure 
prevent the spread of the water, and had the 
break occurred further up on the Bennett 
Carre, the disaster would have been much 
greater, owing to the greater depthof the 
levee. 

The city will be somewhat affected, asthe 
water wlll fill Lake Pontchartrain and will 
back up into the basins, which means a 
slight overfiow to the rear portion of the city. 

At noon the crevasse was over 200 feet wide 
and five feet deep and washing badly. 

The river during the twenty-hours ending 
até p. m. yesterday fell 1-10 of an inch at 
Greenville, rose half an inch at Talle 
Province, Vicksburg and Sst. Joseph, re- 
mained stationary at Natchez and Bayou 
Sara, rose one-tenth at Baton Rouge, one 
anda hailftenths at Donaldsville and one- 
tenth at New Orleans.

ALTON, May 16.—The situation here is very 
threatening. On Third street the water is 
knee deep and tisrunning in the gutters of 
State street almostas far as Second ‘street. 
The trestle on the Big Four near Woern isin 
an insecure condition, The residents of Mis- 
sour! Point appealed for aid yesterday, and 
when boats were sent some persons were 
found perched in trees or on the tops of 


houses, and others were awaiting rescue 
standing knee deep tnwater. The trestle of 
the Bluff line, from Henry street to the Union 
Depot, is afloat, and in the direction of 
Grafton the track is destroyed. It is believed 
from the direction of the current that the 
Missouri is cutting a channel across the nar- 
row strip of land south of Portage. The big 
pumps at the water-works bave been aban- 
doned, only twosmaller ones being in use. 
The water is in the glass factories, and the 
vinegar factory and the Labelle Iron Worxs 
are protected by ,dikes of sacks filled with 
clay. 

ihe river Is higher here to-day than ever 
since 1844, and 1s still rising. It has done well 
nigh all the damage it can do, but the Mis- 
souril is probably more responsible for the 
harm done in this locality than the Missis- 
sippi. The last of the main levees on 
Missouri Point and onthe American Bottoms 
have gone and thousands upon thousands of 
acres are submerged with their growing 
crops. Since last night train service be- 
tween this city and St, Louis has been entirely 
cut off by the break in the raflroad embank- 
ments near Venice, Chicago 
& Alton trains transferred 
their passengers this morning 
tothe Spread Eagle. By herculean efforts 
the ©. & A, tracks were sufficiently repaired 
this afternoon to let trains through to East 
St. Louls.

THE REDDING STAGE ROBBERY. 


Further Details of the Bold Work of the 
Masked Bandits. 


SAN Franéisco, Cal., May 16.—The hold-up 
of the Redding stage, which took place Sat- 
urday, asthefull details of the crime are 
learned, shows it to have been one of the 
boldest pieces of work ever attempted, The 
line of roadover which the Redding road 
runs is a favorite place forthe work of road 
agents. The coach Saturday evening was 
carrying a large treasure from Redding to 
Weaverville, ine neghboring county, There- 
fore Express Messenger Montgomery was on 
board, but he allowed a passenyer named 


Sohr to occupy the box seat nearthe driver 
while he rode inside. John Boyce, the driver, 
was urging his team up toward the 
summit of a long grade five miies from 
Redding when a highwayman witha mask 
got the drop on him, ordered the team halted 
and commanded the passenger to throw out 
the express box. The men were helpless and 
did as they were ordered,but as the treasure 
box fell into the road, Montgomery put 
his gun out of the stage door and fired at 
the robber, bringing the fellow to his knees. 
At the same instant the wounded robber 
fred at the driver, and his confederate put a 
load of buckshot into the express messen- 


ger. 

The driver fell off his seat, and the passen- 
ger, Who was also hit in the leg, seized the 
reins. Me saved the team from running 
away, and the last they saw of the robbers 
the two men were carrying the box into the 
woods. sepoggy A Dr. stevenson and his wife 
came along in a moment with their 
team, The doctor at once attended to the 
wounded men, while Mrs. stevenson drove 
off to Redding to get further medical aid 
andto give warning of the robbery. Sho Is 
an expert driver, owns a magnificent team 
and when people on Main street saw her 
handsome span of bays covered with foam, 
runping for every bit of speed there was in 
them, great excitement prevailed. Pulling 
up the foaming horses at the Post-office she 
hurriedly gavethe alarm and passed down 
a block for Dr. Lowry. The Doctor was on 
hand, and, jumping into the buggy. away 
they flew again. She was roundly cheered 
by the excited crowd as she departed. When 
she got back Montgomery was dying, sur- 
rounded by his wife and two little children, 
who had been brought from their home near 
by. The poor woman was haif crazed, and 
fears are entertained for her life, as she will 
soon become a mother again. ‘Ihe other 
wounded men were cared for, and will soon 
recover, although driver Boyce will be 
crippled forlife, nine buckshot having en- 
tered his knee. Itis estimated that the rob- 
bers cleaned up $20,000in their night’s work. 
This money wasintwo boxes, strapped to- 
gether. A searching party found the boxes 
near the scene of the robbery, where they 
had been broken open Withan ax. One box 
had fully one hundred pounds of bullion, and 
this had been dragged down througha steep 
ravine to an abandoned mine, where it was 
opened and the ax left alongside. There was 
a considerable amount of blood on both 
boxes, showing that oneof the robbers was 
eal wounded. He wastracked for nearly 
a mile by his blood. 

The robbers evidently separated, and trav- 
eled in opposite directions. The masks worn 
were red bandana handkerchiefs, with holes 
cut foreyes. One was filled with shot- holes, 
which were undoubtedly made by Montgom- 
ery’s gun. The mask indicates Montgomery 
was unerring in hisaimand shottokill. It 
contains five bullet holes, showing four shot 
took effect inthe robber’s face, oneon the 
outside cornerof the righteye, one about 
the center of the upper lipand onein the 
breast over the nipple. It is evident that the 
wounded robber advised his comrade to leave 
him and strike out for safety. Buck Montgom.- 
ery, who was killed, was anold stage driver 
who was mace shotgun messenger because of 
the nerve he showed on several occasions 
when his stage was held up by highwaymen, 
He did not know whatfear was, and, asin 
this case, he always fired promptly and never 
hesitated about exposing himself. Wells-

Dr, 
Bullock is a man eminentasa theologian, 
with a wide reputation in the Southasa 
preacher of scholarship and force. He was 
formany years the Chaplain of the United 
States Senate. inthe interview the clergy- 
man said: ‘*The announcement that the 


Rev. Dr. Parkhurst has accepted an invita. 
tion extende4 to him by a: number of Wash- 
ington citizens, among them Postmaster. 
General Wanamaker and ex-Justice 
Strong, to deliver an oration 

‘The Duty of the Christia 

in Relation to the Civil w,’’ 

with noliittie rain and astonishment,It wasa 
sad day for the cause of Christianity and for 
the Presbyterian Church when Dr. Park- 
hurst, forgetfal alfke of the plainest princi- 
ples of Christian morality and of common 
decency, according to his own testimony ina 
court of justice, visited houses of ill-fame In 
disguise, for the purpose of finding out for 
himself what was going on in those vile 
places, in order that he might more 
Vigorously attack them. It was a part 
of the prearranged programme. I cannot go 
more fully into the details. itis too dis- 
gusting and shgcking to relate. When 
I read the * testimony my moral 
sense was shocked. Soalso were the great 
body of Christians and decent people shocked 
who were made acquainted with the disgust- 
ing details. lfeit that Dr. Parkhurst had 
done more harm tothe cause of religion and 
sound morality than allthe wild ravings of 
atheists and agnostics. I thought that in his 
fiery zeal for reform he had gone mad. The 
adoption of the diabolical principle that itis 
lawful to do evil that good may come of it—of 
fighting evil with evil—would undermine the 
very foundations of Christian morals, and 
would make the Church of Christ a byword 
and a hissing to the true friends of sound 
Christian morality. Dr. Parkhurst may call it 
‘drivelling nonsense’ to refuse toapprove his 
reckless performances,but he will find before 
he is through with his wild crusade that he 
has shocked the moral sense and the sense of 
decency of multitudes of the wisest and best 
people in theland. I would have remained 
silent in regard to Dr. Parkhurst and his per- 
formances were he to come of his own accord 
to address the people of Washington in advo- 
cacy of his views, for Washington is a favor- 
ite place for all sorts of people with all sorts 
of notions, but when such men as Mr. 
Wanamaker and Justice Strong, elders of the 
Presbyterian Church, tnvite Dr. Parkhurst 
to come here to _ teach the people 
sound morality, Ifeel constrained to utter 
my solemn protest against him asa com- 
petent teacher of sound morals. Iam not 
willing for the people to believe that Dr. 
Parkhurst, though backed by these distin- 
guished gentlemen, is a safe teacher of rell- 
gion and morality. The cause of sound 
morals needs no such aid as Dr. Parkhurst’s 
unclean methods and demoralizing doctrines. 
If Dr, Parkhurst has recklessly cut loose 
from the universally received doctrine 
among all sound thinking men, that it is 
wrong to do evil that good may come, let him 
have all the dishonorto himself. Let 
the church and all lovers of the 
truth refuse to countenance any 
such horrible teaching. With what burning 
indignation did Paul denounce the horrible 
dogma in the third chapter of Romans, eighth 
verse: ‘We be slanderously reported, and 
as some affirm that we say, Let us do evil 
that good may come, whose damnation Is 
just?’ God forvid that the Church of Christ 
should ever be so disloyal to her Divine head 
as to make a breach upon one of the cardinal 
principles of Christian morality, or that her 
ministers and elders should sanction meas- 
ures that violate the well-accredited princl- 
ples of decency and morality.’’

CHINESE EXODUS. 


Negotiations in Progress for Colonization 
in Mexico. 


CITy OF Mexico, May 16.—Ching Wun and 
Kong Foo, the former a wealthy Chinaman of 
San Francisco, and the latter of St. Louis, 
are here and have had two audiences with 
President Diaz. The object of their visit is to 
secure a colonization concession in the State 
of Tamaulipas for the purpose of removing 
almost the entire population of their coun- 


trymen who now reside in the United States. 
They claim to representa society of Chinese 
in the United States numbering several! thou- 
sand, allofwhom are pleged toleave that 
country on account of the exclusion act and 
seek new homes in Mexico. The land upon 
which the great colony proposes to settle is 
admirably adapted to the cultivation of 
sugur cane and many varieties of tropical 
fruit and produce, 


The above telegram was shown to Mr, 
Charles P. Johnson, the attorney. He said 
that he did not Know anything about the 
mission to Mexico, nor the society pledged to 
leave the United States. He suggested that 
Quong Hang, Chung Hang &Co., 706 Market 
street, might know something of the scheme. 
A group of Chinese at that number did not 
appear to know anything about the 
exodus to Mexico. They were shy 
and pleaded ignorance of the terms and 
saidthat Jew Hong Yee, 924 Locust street, 
might be able toexplain. Jew Hong Yee was 
seen. He is one of the most intelligent 
Chinese inthecity. He read the telegram 
carefully, andthen stated that he did not 
know either Ching Wun or Kong Foo. He 
gave a quiet laugh, bowever, and said, ‘‘May 
be they pick out a new name, for fortune or 
luck.’* Healso saidthat he had no knowl- 
edge of the society of Chinese pledged to 
leave the United States, and if there were 
any such organization he would know of it.

MORROW WINS. 


He Proves Too Swift for the Big Field 
of Cracks. 


TWENTY-FIVE THOUSAND PEOPLE SEE 
THE GREAT HANDICAP RACE. 


The Track at Gravesend Swarmed With 
Humanity To-Day-—The Biggest SBet- 
ting Known in Years—Major Domo 
Scratched — Correction Captured the 
First Race in Good Time. 


New York, May 16.—The field that strug- 
gled for supremacy in the great Brooklyn 
Handicap, valued at $25,000, at Gravesend to- 
day was one of the best that ever went to the 
post forthe event. All werein prime condl- 
tion. They had been the recipients of the 
most careful attention from the greatest 
trainers inthe turf, and to-day were fit to 
make one of the greatest races of the decade. 
Saturday they were asked the last momentous 
questions and when the trials were over all 
had answered it in such a handsome manner 
astofillthe hearts of their respective own- 
ers with hope. When the saddling bell rang 
for the Handicap this afternoon, M. F. 
Pwyer’s grand horse Longstreet went tothe 
post backed to win more money than any 
handicap candidate ever was before. Wher- 
ever a future book was made—at San 
francisco, Montreal, New Orleans, 
New York, there money has  0»been 
placed on Longstreet. It was stated this 
morning that Longstreet’s victory meant 
more money from the future books than they 
ever had lost before. Other horses have been 
nibbled at, but Longstreet bas been played 
persistently, and buoyed up by the hope 
that he might not be able to start, the bookies 
kept on taking money on him. 

THE TRACK HEAVY. 

The race was decided on a heavy track. At 
dusk last night the track was muddy and 
heavy irom the inner rail to the center of the 
course. Toward the outer rail it was better 
and looked to be drying out, but the rain fell 
during the night and the track was several 
seconds slow, and it was the general belief 
before the race that the horse that shaded 
2:10 would have a good look infront of it for 
first money.

OVERFLOW HEROISM. 

It is an unpleasant task to destroy 
of heroism, to sweep away 
cherished traditions of brave deeds ad- 
ventured in the cause of humanity, which 
stir the blood, inspire poetic enthusiasm 
and arouse the spirit of emulation in the 
breasts of then. It is, therefore, with re- 
luctant sorrow that we turn the search 
light of truth upon that beautiful and 
soul-stirring story of the rescue of 
the Mullanphy Islanders by the Mayor 
and his gallant volunteer crew 
of the tug Reliance. Wewould fain pre-

The story of the Mayor’s walking a six- 
inch plank above the roaring floods; sway- 
ing upon the fo’cas’le of his tug and ex- 
claiming, ‘‘Let’er go, blast the expense, 
I will save them or perish;’’ saving four- 
teen persons from death, ard plunging 
into the boiling waters to rescue a strug- 
gling porker which he placed tenderly in the 
arms of a flood-stricken family is fit for 
the wonder and admiration of future gen- 
erations. 

But alas for future generations, the poet, 
the artist and the honor of St. Louis, cold 
truth prevails over glowing fiction. The 
intention of the Mayor’s rescuing party 
was doubtless heroic. No one can ques-

When the curtain fell for the last time upon 
**Cleopatra’’’ and Fannie Davenport had 
come before the @rop in answer to a call of 
the audience at the Grand Opera-house Sat- 
urday evening, ana at the very moment 
that the divine Fanny was about 
to come forward for a recall, @ strange 
gentleman who occupied a seatina box on 
the lower left-hand tier next the stage, arose 
from his place and stepped quietly over the 
burnished rail to the corner of the stage.

Canvassers forthe Church Census Hav 
ing Trouble in Fashionable Localities. 


Reports of the ‘‘House-to-House Visita- 
tion,’’ conducted bythe Sunday-School S8u- 
perintendents’ Union last week, indicate that 


the work in most of the districts is about 
concluded. In some districts, however, rain 
or other causes prevented a complete can- 
vass, and calls were made this forenoon upon 
headquarters in the Laclede Building for 
nearly 4,000 blanks to be used in the unvisited 
regions, which are mostly inthe outlying 
parts of the town.

BLOODY ENCOUNTER LAST NIGHT UPON 
THE STREETS OF NEWARK. 


Both of the Combatants Received Mortal 
Wournds—A Chicagoan Killed by Boy 
Highwaymen — Dynamite Exploded 
Under a Residence The Oriminal 
Calendar—Crime Brevitiesa. 


out a dispute of long standing in Newark last 
night. One was armed with a stiletto or 
razor and the other with a revolver, and 
both, it is said, may dle of their wounds. One 
of them isa prisoner in St. Michael’s Hos- 
pital, but the other was secreted by his 
friends, anduptoa late hour had not been 
found by the police. The latter is Gabriel 
Valentino, 40 years old, an Italian baker of 
wealth and influence in the Italian colony in 
Newark. The manin the hospitalis Sebas- 
tian Parie, aged 24 years, andisa baker of 
macaroni, 

Last night while Valentino was talking 
with some friends Parie came along on the 
opposite side ofthe street. Inthe middle of 
the thoroughfare they met, and, as if intend- 
ing to whisper something to him, Parie put 
his left arm about Valentino’s neck and drew 
his head Gown. Then he pulled some kind of 
a knife from his pocket with his right hand, 
and, with no word except an oath, he 
began jslashing viciously at Valentino’s 
neck, face, and chest. Surprised by the 
quickness of the attack, Valentino was 
powerless at first, but finally he disengaged 
his right handand managed todraw his re- 
volver. Placing it against Parie’s left 
shoulder he fired, and the ball went entirely 
through. Thisonly added fury to Parie’s 
anger,and he contiued his stabbing and 
slashing with renewed vigor. Again Valen- 
tino fired and the ball entered the left side of 
the abdomeh. There was no cessation to the 
stabbing, and Valentino fireda third shot in- 
to the right sideefthe abdomen. Even this 
did notjcom pel Parie to loosen his hold,and he 
continued to slash Valentino until the latter 
dropped to the ground exhausted by the loss 
of blood and almost unconscious. Partie, 
suffering as he was from the three bullet 
wounds, ran fora halfa mile before he was 
overtaken. He showed fight, but was quick- 
ly subdued and taken tothe station. From 
there he was sent to St. Michael’s Hospital, 
where Dr. Clarke extracted the two bullets 
from hisabdomen. He is dangerously hurt. 

In the meantime Valentino’s [friends carried 
him away,and despite the efforts of the police 
he could not be found. Itis known that he 
has nearly a score of severe wounds, and it is 
thought that he will die. 


MURDER CHARGED. 

CHICAGO, Ill., May 16.—At a late hour last 
night Alfred Fuchsel of this city was arrested 
on suspicion of having caused the death of 
‘a girl by drowning. In the afternoon Fuch- 
sel and the girl took a row on the lake 
and late inthe evening, according to the ac- 
cuseda’s statement, it was capsized by the 
girlrocking it, with the result that he was 
saved by clinging to the skiff, while his com- 
panion, whose name he gave as Kitty Dar- 
rell, was lost. From a letter found by the 
police the girl’s name appears to have been 
a false one.

The only 
member of the family injured was a 10-year- 
old girl. The bomb exploded near her bed, 
and she Is now deaf.

LISHED IN PARIS. 


The Frenchman Brought On His Own De- 
struction—A Fair and Fickle Woman 
Caused the Tragedy—Princess Helena 
Officiates as the Sovereign's Proxy at 
the Queen’s Drawing-Room. 


Panis, May 16,—The Siecle to-day publishes 
@ longthistory of the married life of Mr. 
Bdward Parker Deacon, who is now awaiting 
trial before the Assize Court of Alpes Mari- 
times, on the charge of manslaughter, grow- 
ing out of the killing of M. Abeille,whom Mr. 
Deacon discovered in his wife’s apartments 
at the Hotel Splendide at Canneson Feb. 19 
last. The newspaper asserts that the story it 
publishes was told by Mr. Deacon to his solici- 
tor. According to this story Mr. Deacon 
says that a few days prior to the 
tragedy and again on the evening 
the shooting occurred, before he left 
the hotelto attend the ball, he urged his 
wife to consent toa divorce. Hehada very 
strong suspicion that his wife’s relations 
with M. Abeille were not what they shoulda 
be, and he thought that if he could procure 
his wife’s consent not to contest an action 
for divorce much ¢candal could be averted. 
Mrs. Deacon, however, objected to this 
course, and notwithstanding all the argu- 
ments ber husband made, she refused to con- 
sent to divorce proceedings. 

Mr. Deacon, the story adds, declared that 
his wife’s conduct was exemplary until 
Abelilie was introauced to ber. The French- 
man became assiduous in his attentions to 
Mrs. Deacon, and Mr. Deacon frequently 
protested against his unpleasant actions. 
Abellie then left the country and Mr. 
Deacon, who, while thinking his wife haa 
acted uncircumspectly, had no doubt as to 
ber honor, believed that the whole trouble 
was settied. Ashort time after Abeille had 
gone away Mr. Deacon began to receive let- 
ters from an annonymous source, stating 
that his wife was deceiving him. In one day 
he received six such letters. Subsequently he 
found letters that Abeille had written to his 
wife, but his suspicions as to her fide:ity were 
not thoroughly aroused until he found Abeille 
on one occasion hidden behind a curtain in 
his wife’s room at their Paris residence. 
Afterthe occurrence of the scenes between 
himself and wife Mrs. Deacon upbraided him 
in very strong language, accusing him of 
tyrannous and infamous conduct. While they 
were at St. Moritz she became so violent that 
he threatened to send for the police and have 
her taken into custody. She retorted: 

**Send for them; Iam tired of this life and 
Idon’t want you to communicate with me 
except through my attorney.’’ 

He atterwards apologized to his wife and 
reconciliation occurred, Some little time 
afterward he went tothe United States, and 
upon his return his wife declined to see him 
until Christmas. Though they lived together, 
they never alterwards resumed relations. 
The details of the shooting as told by Mr. 
Deacon are essentially the same as those 
already reported in these dispatches. 

The date of the trial of Mr. Deacon 
has been definitely fixed for the 2th 
inst. This date was agreed upon by the Presi- 
dent of the Court of Assizes, the Procureur of 
the Republic, and M. Edgard Demange, 
Mr. Deacon’s counsel. M,. EKdgard 
Demange is a member of the 
Paris bar and is a man of 
considerable talent. He isa persuasiveand 
eloquent speaker. He has already won fame 
in connection with various celebrated cases. 
Mrs. Deacon will not be present at the trial 
at Nice, but her deposition will be read to the 
jury. The State prosecution will be inthe 
hands of M. Denotirin, the procureur for the 
Repubiic. The members of the jury, who 
have been appointed by drawing lots, are 
chiefly residents of the country about Nice. 
The hallin which the trial will take place Is 
one of small dimensions, and in view of the 
limited accommodation it affords, Parisian 
and foreign reporters are already forwarding 
their requests for seats, which are ali at the 
disposal of the President of the court.

BUFFALO, N. Y., May 16.—All the principal 
sole leather tanneries ip New York and east 
of Buffalo, numbering about 120, will shortly 
close down for sixty days. 
Keating of Foot & Keating of this city, who 


attended a meeting of tannersin New York 


last week, when this decision was reached. 
Mr. Keating says there has been considerable 


over-production of hides during the last two. 


years. Tradeisdull and hides and leather 
are cheaper to-day than for the past five 
years. The shut-down isto begin on a day 
previous toJunel. Theeffect of this suspen- 
sion will be a reduction of the outputof hides 
to the extent of 250,000a week, or about two 
millions inthe sixty days. It is expected 
that at the end of that time the surplus 
leather will have all been taken and the mar- 
ket willresume its normal condition where 
supply and demand are equal and prices will 
likely advance.

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BEGGING FOR JUSTICE. 


Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians Protest- 
ing Against Extortion. 

ELRENO, O. T., May 16.—The chiefs of the 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians have sent a 
petition to the Senate Committee on Indian 
Affairs, Washington, D. C., protesting against 
the payment by the Government of $67,000 to 
the Indians’ attorneys for services in procur- 
ing the money paid by the United States for 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe lands. The 
petition sets forth that the contract between 
the Indians and the attorneys was fraud- 
ulently procured by the latter, and continu- 
ing, say: 

**We appeal to your honorable body tu help 
us and not toallow this great wrongto be 
perpetrated on us. We are poor and need 
this money. We are trying hard to follow 
the white man’s road. Will the Great Father 
and the Great Council at Washington allow 
this injustice to be done us at the very first 
step we have taken toward advancement in 
civilization? 

‘*We struggled hard against giving up our 
lands and selling them tothe Government, 
but we wera at last persuades by the com- 
missioners to do so, in the Orm conviction 
that everything they promised would be 
done. Will this great Government keep faith 
with us, or must we quietly submit to be 
robbed, and must we always be deceived by 
those who come to treat with us? Help us to 
get what justly belongs to us and we will end 
our prayer.’’
